The National Bepnblioan convention 


began its session in the auditorium build- 
ing at Chicago at noon to-day.

M. Thurston, of Nebraska, was greeted 
with applause.

Funeral of Elder John W. Tyler. 


The obsequies of Elder JohnW. Tyler, 


held this forenoon lit

churoh, called out un unusually large 
concourse of people, mnny persons from 
distant portions of the county coming in 
to pay their last tribute ot respect (,'- tho 
memory of one who enjoyed the love and 
confidence and esteem of all who knew 
him.

The floral dis- 
play in the churoh was very elaborate, 
and comprised sickle and sheaf, cn»B«ont, 
anchor and cross, tho former bearing in 
blue immortelles tho word " Father," a 
pillow with tho word "Kest," and another 
with the word "Grand Pa," H harp, n 
wreath nnd other doBigna. Tho services 
opened with a prayer by Bev. Dr. Vos- 
burgh. iifter which came tho sermon by 
the pastor, Ilev. T. W. Pinkorton, tho 
text being from tho 26th verso of tun 5Ui 
chapter ol the book of Job. Tlio din- 
course was n most feeling one, partaking 
much of the nature of IL work of love, tho 
minister speaking ivith a full hoiirt to an 
audience whoso affections w«n> touched 
with the tenderest ot memories. After 
the sermon brief remark* wore made by 
Rev. W. H. Prestley and Kev. N. H.

Compared with some of his "poor 


relations," man makes but an indiffer- 
ent show in matters of strength and 
agility. He can not fly with tho bird, 
nor run with tho deer, nor climb with 
tho monkey, nor leap with tho frog, 
nor swim with the fish.

and this without any great apparent 
effort." 


Dr. Godman also tells us that one 


•which lie had "in a basket on tho 
niantlopieeo of a parlor made its es- 
cape, and fell to tho hearth; appar- 
ently it sustained little injury, but 
hurried on until it reached tho wall, 
where it began to travel around tho 
room. 
Whcuovor its course was im- 


peded by tho foot of the chairs, which 
wore of largo size, it would not go 
round them, but, wedging itself be- 
tween them and tho wall, pushed them 
with apparent ease far enough to ob- 
tain a free passage, and it thus con- 
tinued to move several in succession. 
What was more astonishing, it passed
